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YOUTH SPEAK OUT 
THROUGH WIDE 
RANGE 
OF CONFERENCES 


ll across Canada this 

summer, in congress centres, 

auditoriums, parks and 
camps, young people have been 
getting together to discuss their 
concerns — peace, employment, 
education, development, to name a 
few. These gatherings allow 
Canadian youth to voice their 
opinions, to share information and, 
perhaps most importantly, to form 
networks throughout the country. 


Here is a roundup of some of the 
conferences that have occurred 
recently and some coming up in the 
next few weeks. 


For four days this past June, 
Carleton University in Ottawa was 
transformed into a mini- 
Commonwealth during the 
Commonwealth Conference of 
Young People (CCYP). This event 
brought together some 80 youth 
representatives from more than 50 
countries to discuss their concerns 
through the framework of the IYY 
themes: Participation, Develop- 
ment, Peace. The conference was 
organized by the Commonwealth 
Youth Programme which promotes 
youth interests through educational 
and other activities. 
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At the closing plenary, the confer- 
ence called on national governments 
and the Commonwealth to imple- 
ment true, rather than token youth 
participation and to actively 
promote peace. The statement 
included a number of specific 
recommendations for achieving 
these aims. 


Another highlight of the conference 
was “‘Marketplace’} an event during 
which delegates set up booths with 
exhibits and information from their 
countries. For many participants, 
‘simply the opportunity to share 

ideas with youth of other countries 
made the conference worthwhile. 
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The Marketplace, with its many colourful displays, was one of the highlights of the 
Commonwealth Conference for Young People. 
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“T will appreciate it if such 
conferences are held on a regular 
basis....it should be a continuous 
process,” delegate Sashie Prasad 
from Fiji commented. 


Youth and Drugs was the theme of a 
conference held in Saskatoon, 
Saskatchewan, May 30 to June 1, 
1985, during which concerned 
young people learned about 
preventing and reducing the effects 
of drug and alcohol abuse among 
their peers. 


The event was sponsored by Parents 
Resource Institute in Drug Edu- 


cation (PRIDE), but was largely 
organized by a youth committee of 
high school students from the 
Saskatoon area. 


Some 150 youth delegates from 
across Canada participated in the 
conference’s various workshops and 
seminars, which provided informa- 
tion on drugs, as well as training in 


peer counselling and communication. 


Self-esteem and peer pressure were 
two major topics of discussion. The 
participants returned to their 
communities better equipped to 
play a leadership role in the fight 
against alcohol and drug abuse 
among young people. 


A conference called Targeting 
Solutions, held in Langley, B.C., 
May 31 to June 2, focussed on youth 
unemployment. Sponsored by the 
Society for the Promotion and 
Advancement of Careeer Education 
(SPACE) the conference presented 
60 workshops. The overall objective 
was to help B.C. communities and 
local youth work together to get 
young people into the job market. 


Canadian music lovers were treated 
to some outstanding performances 
by top young musicians from more 
than 30 countries during the World 
Congress of the Fédération interna- 
tionale des Jeunesses musicales held 
July 20 to August 4, 1985. The 
congress exhibited the talents of 
young musicians at concerts in eight 
different Canadian cities. In 
addition, extensive workshops and 
discussions on youth involvement in 
the arts were held in the various 
cities. 


The Canadian Red Cross Society 

sponsored an International Youth 
Congress in Calgary, August 5-10, 
1985. The event brought together 
hundreds of young Red Cross 


volunteers from around the world to 
analyze issues of common concern 
and to receive community develop- 
ment training. 


Upcoming events 


INPAX ’835 is the first major inter- 
national event planned by the Pax 
Humana Group, an organization of 
young people dedicated to striving 
for peace. INPAX will involve about 
500 young people from across 
Canada who will meet in Ottawa, 
August 18 to 24, to discuss global 
issues and develop skills needed to 
initiate peace projects in their local 
communities. 


Another peace conference will take 
place in Castlegar, B.C., August 26 to 
September 4, under the sponsorship 
of several peace-oriented organiza- 
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The Honourable Andrée Champagne, 
Minister of State (Youth) helps launch the 
UN Tree Project in Canada through a 
special planting ceremony at Rideau Hall. 
The Tree Project ts a global campaign, 
being held during IY Y, to save the world’s 
forests. 


tions. Called World Youth — Peace 
through Communication, the 
conference will focus on the threat 
of nuclear war, disarmament issues 
and ways of establishing a durable 
peace. The conference will involve 
both national and international 
youth representatives. 


From August 26 to 29, Fort San, 
Saskatchewan, will host a forum 
called 1985 A Youth Odyssey. Young 
people will participate in seminars 
on a variety of issues of concern to 
youth as well as in recreational 
activities. The ““Youth Odyssey” 
will take place at Echo Valley Centre 
on the shores of Echo Lake, near 
Regina, Saskatchewan. 


An international conference entitled 
Issues for the Next Generation will 
address eight major themes: 
development, ecology, education, 
human rights, peace and war, 
political culture, work and 
technology and women’s issues. 
Conference organizers are inviting 
300 participants from 50 different 
countries to the event which takes 
place August 15 to 18, at York 
University, Ontario. 


REALITE JEUNESSE 85 is an arts 
festival for young people, aged 12 to 
19, taking place in Montreal from 
August 13 to 17, 1985. The festival 
features the collective creations of 
about 400 youths from several 
Canadian cities who are participat- 
ing in theatre, music and dance 
productions and workshops.

BAHIBII SALUTES 
YOUNG CANADIANS 


rowing up in Canada has 

meant very different things 

to different generations of 
young Canadians. Some spent their 
early years labouring on pioneer 
homesteads. Others worked along- 
side adults in factories, as Canada 
became industrialized. Later 
generations had to face the 
deprivations of wartime. Still 
others were at the forefront of 
exciting social movements of the 
20th century. All these different 
moments have been brought to life 
in a new exhibition at the National 
Library of Canada called ““Coming 
of Age: Experiences of Youth in 
Canada.” 


Divided into three parts, the 
exhibition is an historical overview 
acknowledging the role of young 


Canadians in the development of the 


country, and shows how they have 
been affected by various events and 
social forces. ““Beginnings”’ deals 
with pre-industrial Canada, when 
young people began work in homes 
and on farms early in life. 
“Students, Workers and Settlers” 
shows how the emergence of com- 
pulsory schooling, industrialization 
and various patterns of migration 
shaped youth during the nineteenth 
century. The impact of youth on 
social change in the 20th century is 
the third main theme of the exhibi- 
tion. ““Organized Youth for a Better 
World” highlights student move- 
ments and activities promoting a 
saner, More secure environment. 


Through diaries, letters, excerpts 
from literature, student newspapers, 
illustrations, photographs and arti- 
facts, the displays depict conditions 
for young people during various 
periods. A number of contemporary 
works by young Canadian artists 
add to our understanding of 
youthful experience. 


““Coming of Age” was officially 
opened on May 6, 1985 by the 
Honourable Andrée Champagne, 
Minister of State (Youth). The 
exhibition will be open daily, 9 a.m. 
to 9 p.m. until September 30, 1985, 
at the National Library of Canada, 
395 Wellington Street, Ottawa. 
Guided tours of the exhibition will 
be provided throughout the 
summer. A free catalogue and a 
poster are also available for visitors.

Winnipeg youth have also gained an 
important new service, thanks to an 
IYY project. A resource centre 
called the Manitoba Youth Access 
Centre recently opened in the heart 
of the city. Run by and for young 
people, the centre provides informa- 
tion, resources, meeting facilities 
and workshops on topics of interest 
in a relaxed, non-bureaucratic 
atmosphere. 


While the centre will promote 
participation in IYY festivities, it is 
meant to be a permanent service to 
youth. One of the main objectives is 
to encourage youth participation in 
community development and 
greater appreciation of young 
people’s contributions to society. 


The Youth Access Centre is a 
project of the Manitoba Youth 
Action Group, a committee of 
young Manitobans formed as a 
result of a provincial youth 
conference held in October, 1984.

ENCOURAGE 


YOUNG TALENTS 


oung Canadians are getting a 
Y chance to demonstrate their 

talents and abilities this year 
through the wide range of contests, 
from essay competitions to 
filmmaking events, being held 
during IY Y. Many contests are also 
designed to foster analysis of global 
concerns, particularly the [YY 
themes Development, Participation 
and Peace. Here are a few of the 
contests that are happening now or 
that have been held recently. 


Toastmasters International, an 
organization that encourages public 
speaking, held a Canada Day Speech 
Contest to enhance celebrations of 
the day. In recognition of IY, the 
eligibility age for the contest was 
lowered from 18 years to 15 years. 
There were also special honours for 
youth participants. 


Canada’s Indian youth were 
encouraged to contribute their 
writing talents to a new anthology 
called The Seventh Generation. The 
book, sponsored by the Assembly of 
First Nations, will include prose and 
poetry by young Indians between 14 
and 24 years of age. The project also 
involved an artwork contest and 
“dedication” contest to determine to 
whom or what the anthology should 
be dedicated. 


The Sixteenth Canadian Student 
Film Festival, scheduled for August 
25 to 27, 1985, will showcase new 
films produced by Canadian 
students. Awards will be presented 
for the best films in four categories: 
fiction, animation, documentary and 
experimental. The event is 
sponsored by the Conservatory of 
Cinematographic Art and will be 
held in Montreal during the 
Montreal World Film Festival. For

Young artists of Prince Edward 
Island had a chance to exhibit their 
talents through a contest sponsored 
by two of P.E.I.’s arts councils. 
Students aged 12 to 24 years were 
asked to present drawings or 
paintings on the theme: The Island: 
Past, Present or Future. Winners 
received prizes of art materials. 


The hazards of drinking and driving 
were publicized through a national 
essay contest for students sponsored 
by Young Drivers of Canada and 
Goodyear Canada. The winner (to 
be announced at the beginning of 
September) will receive free tuition 
for three years at the university or 
college of his/her choice and a cash 
award to cover the cost of educa- 
tional materials. Because of the 
success of this contest, organizers 
have decided to repeat it for at least 
four more years, although the essay 
topic may change from year to year. 


A contest designed to discover 
budding young francophone journa- 
lists was launched this past April 
during the 14th Quebec 
international book festival. Entrants, 
aged 15 to 24, are required to report 
on an IYY event. Entries must be 
received by December 31, 1985, and 
winners will be announced during 
the 1986 Quebec international book 
festival. First prize will be a media 
summer job. In addition, the three 
finalists will receive bursaries to 
pursue journalism studies. For more 
information write to: Concours de la 
reléve du journalisme écrit franco- 
canadien, Salon International du 
livre de Québec, Place Belle-Cour, 
2590 boul.

Two other contests were held 
recently to develop journalism 
talents among young Quebecers. 
One of these was sponsored by 
Radio-Canada and le Journal de 
Montréal and asked contestants to 
submit either short print or broad- 
cast news reports. Two winners 
received cash prizes of $1,000 and 


guarantees of summer jobs. A 
second contest, sponsored by the 
Office franco-québécois pour la 
jeunesse, featured scriptwriting and 
production for a special radio pro- 
gram to be broadcast simultaneously 
in Quebec and in France. The 20 
winners will receive bursaries to 
study in France this coming fall.

Established in 1981, Shad Valley 
tries to motivate highly talented 
students to become technological 
entrepreneurs. 


Peacemaker ’85 is a pilot educational 
project for Grade 10 students in four 
schools in British Columbia. As part 
of their social studies curriculum, 
the students are focussing on peace 
issues, particularly on peaceful 
means of interaction and conflict 
solving.

orth of the 60th parallel, in 
N the small communities of 

Canada’s Arctic, young 
people are as busy with IYY plans 


and projects as their counterparts 
“down south.” 


One group of young northerners 
particularly active this year is 
Midnight Sun Youth of Inuvik, an 
organization that works to alleviate 
problems, such as drug and alcohol 
abuse, that many young people in 
the area experience. Through coun- 
selling, workshops and programs, 
Midnight Sun volunteers reach out 
to other young people, and have 
already made a difference to the 
community in the one year they’ve 
been operating. The group’s main 
IYY project was a Leadership Skill 
Development Workshop, held June 
15 to 17, 1985, for youth of the 
region. 


In the Eastern Arctic, the national 
Inuit association, Inuit Tapirisat of 
Canada (ITC), is establishing 16 
youth councils to encourage young 
Inuit and elders to work together on 
youth-oriented projects in their 
communities. One kind of activity 
that the youth councils hope to 
initiate is peer counselling on 
matters such as suicide and alcohol 
and drug abuse. 


ITC has also set up a youth theatre 
group which produces and performs 
plays designed to portray Inuit 
culture and traditional values. The 
troupe recently travelled to Yellow- 
knife, N.W.T., to perform at the Folk 
on the Rocks festival, June 27 and 
28, 1985. 


most ambitious multi- 

national expedition for young 
people ever undertaken. It’s called 
Operation Raleigh — a round-the- 
world sailing voyage involving some 
4000 young people from six 
continents and forty nations and 
named after the famous 16th century 
explorer Sir Walter Raleigh. 


/ t’s billed as the largest and 


Under the patronage of HRH Prince 
Charles, the venture began in 
November 1984 when the 290 ft. 
Operation Raleigh vessel left the 
coast of England to circumnavigate 
the globe. 


Raleigh will travel to many different 
countries where it will pick up 
groups of young people who will 
participate in the expedition in 3 
month shifts. One hundred youths 
from across Canada will be selected 
to join the expedition. 


Participants will become involved in 
community aid projects and 
scientific studies in various 
countries, as well as in marine 
exploration and experimentation. 
The aim is to give young people a 
chance to experience different 
cultures, perform useful community 
services, learn skills and discover 
their own inner strengths. 


Funds for the expedition will come 
mainly from foundations, private 
individuals and corporate donors. 
Participants are expected to raise 
funds to cover part of the costs, but 
no one will be excluded for financial 
reasons.

Another interesting expedition is 
taking place in northern Canada in 
the Torngat mountains of Ungava 
and Labrador this summer. Eight 
adventurous young men and women 
are trekking through this mountain 
range under the guidance of Marc 
Blais, a veteran explorer. The 
project called Aventure Torngat has 
been organized by Les Productions 
La Sterne of Montreal in co- 
operation with Radio-Canada and 
the Minister of State (Youth), the 
Hon. Andrée Champagne. A high- 
light of the expedition will be the 
placing of the IYY flag and a cairn 
with a message of peace to young 
Canadians on top of one of the 
mountains. 


The expedition is being filmed for 
broadcast on the Radio-Canada 
program Pare-Choc, October 19, 
1985. In addition, the film is to be 
translated into some 20 languages 
and broadcast in Europe in 1986.

he needs and concerns of 
(8 young Canadian women are 

likely to gain a higher profile 
in Canada this year as a result of 
youth participation in a recent 
international conference marking 
the end of the United Nations 
Decade for Women. The event, 
entitled Forum ’85, brought some 
4000 women from non-governmental 
organizations from around the world 
to Nairobi, Kenya this past July. 
Forum ’85 was held in conjunction 
with a conference of governmental 
representatives who gathered in 


Nairobi to appraise the achieve- 


ments of the UN Decade for Women. 


Four Canadian youth representa- 
tives joined the Canadian delegation 
of some fifty women who attended 
the Forum. The youth delegates, 
chosen for their interest and 
involvement in issues of concern to 
young women, are now raising 
public awareness of the issues 
discussed at the Forum through a 
variety of educational activities. 
Some of the topics that Forum 85 
dealt with were: legal and economic 
status, nutrition, rural development, 
urbanization, refugees, conditions of 
older women, exploitation of 
women, family violence, population 
and family planning, decision- 
making and efforts for peace. 


The inclusion of youth members in 
the Canadian delegation reflects the 
IYY goals of increasing young 
people’s participation in society, 
encouraging their development and 
working towards peace.

oung people from some 140 

countries, including Canada, 

met in Moscow this summer 
for the 12th World Festival of Youth 
and Students, held July 27 to 
August 3.

Centre. The centre assists disadvan- 
taged youths in trouble with the law 
by providing confidential legal 
counselling, and, if necessary, legal 
representation in court. The centre 
is also involved in researching the 
special needs of Tasmanian youth, 
particularly the unemployed and the 
homeless. Another interesting 
project in Tasmania has been under- 
taken by the local Family Planning 
Association. The association has 
enlisted the help of young people in 
rewriting two pamphlets aimed at 
providing health and birth control 
information to youth.
